Coupled with a 13-day strike of 
tug and barge cre w men, the dock 
Bills Seek lo 
Curb Relief by 
Unwed Mothers 


S PR IN G FIE L D (LE) — The Leg­ 
islature Tuesday received a series 
of bills aimed at cutting public re­ 
lief spending by preventing unwed 
mothers from having more than 
one illegitimate child on the pub­ 
lic assistance rolls and by raising 
the residence re quire m ent for pub­ 
lic aid. 
The bills were introduced in the 
wake of last w e e k ’s action in which 
th e Legislature had to appropriate 
an emergency $30,150,000 for the 
Puhlic Aid Commission to enable 
it to meet its obligations through 
J u n e 30. 
During debate on the appropria 
lion bill, witnesses testified that 
about 46 per ce nt of the children 
receiving aid to dependent children 
in Cook County were illegitimate. 
In many cases, ii was tcstfied, un­ 
wed mothers had two or more chil­ 
dren receiving aid. 
One bill introduced by Rep. W il­ 
liam E. Pollack (R Chicago) would 
provide that a second child or suc­ 
cessive children horn to an unwed 
mother after Ju l y I, 1957, would 
not be eligible u n d e r the aid to 
dependent children program. 
A companion bill woul^ provide 
that where an unwed mother is 
considered - an 
unfit 
parent, 
the 
county welfare supe rin tendent may 
seek custody of the child in court 
and power to consent to the child’s 
adoption. 
Another bill would raise from 
one year to two years the in state 
residence requirem ents for receiv 
ing general relief. 
Another bill would increase the 
penalties for ru naw ay fathers of 
illegitimate children.

Who would have imagined a few 
years ago that, once a safe and 
effective 
weapon 
against 
polio 
could be found, people would fail 
to take advantage of it? Yet it is 
happening. 
The reasons, authori­ 
ties say. is public apathy. 
For instance, after Dr 
Salk's 
polio vaccine discovery , some 43.- 
000.000 children received one shot 
only. 
Then for some reason were 
allowed to quit. Even more tragic. 
as late as 1956 only 7.000,000 per 
sons out of 60.000.000 under age of 
twenty had received the full course 
of three shots. 
This is all the more difficult to 
understand in the face of the fact 
that, according to the United States 
Public Health Service and the Na 
tional Foundation for Infantile Pa 
ralysis. effectiveness and safety of 
the Salk vaccine, when all three 
•shots are given, are believed to 
have been firmly established. 
As 
late as December, 1956, on cases 
officially diagnosed, no child died 
who had all three doses of vaccine. 
P aralytic polio cases reported has 
dropped from 10,006 cases in De­ 
cem ber, 1955, to 6311 cases in De­ 
cem ber, 1956. 
Yet some 18,000,000 
doses lie idle and unused in drug 
warehouses, 
physician’s 
offices, 
etc. 
In New- York City, only 441 chil 
dren in the 15-19 age group had 
received their full three shots as 
of Septem ber 30, 1956. 
There has 
been a trem endous lag in getting 
these shots. The best job has been 
done in the 5 to 9 age group. 
It should be rem em bered that 
Dr. Salk recom m ends aft adults 
up to 50 years get the vaccine, 
since one-fourth of all cases are 
in persons 20 years or older. Even 
m ore im portant, 70 per cent of all 
respiratory cases are also in this 
ag* group. 
Of course, there have been gen 
uine reasons for some of the delay 
in securing this protection. 
The 
vaccine did not become generally 
available until last June. In some 
com m unities children were given 
one shot before the end of the term 
and 
parents 
failed to pick up 
where the school left off. 
Appar 
ently, money has been a factor in 
low-income groups. 
Also the fact 
th at some pain is involved when 
a needle is put in the arm* 
Children who have not received 
their full three shots of Salk vac 
cine should begin the treatm ent 
without delay, as the polio season 
begins in a few months. 
School 
and local health officers, as well 
as fam ily physicians/ should get 
behind the cam paign and make it 
their business to see w hat can be 
done to improve the situation by 
persuading their patients to pro 
tect 
them selves. 
Basically, the 
auccess of our national effort to 
wipe out polio is up to each in 
dividual American with capacity to 
think and do his part.
